The Office Action dated January 23, 2006, was returned to the USPTO. as indicated by the 
Febnjary 2, 2006 USPTO stannp on the "Miscellaneous Incoming Letter" (i.e., the returned January 23, 
2006 Office Action) found in the file wrapper. The USPTO did not remail the returned Office Action, 
and therefore Applicant never received the Office Action prior to the end of the period for response. 

In eariy 2006 the Applicant was being represented by Darby & Darby, and in April 2006 
transfen-ed representation to DIckstein Shapiro, as indicated by the Change of Power of Attorney filed 
on May 1, 2006.
